Summary of Narrative 



Following some initial conversation, Jim Bopp informed Dave 
that a complaint had been lodged alleging that he had 
committed acts of child abuse with members of his troop. 
Dave was further informed that the source of information 
was not directly from the alleged abused troop members or 
their parents but from a third party and we were not free 
to reveal either the source or the parties involved in the 
situation at this time. We made it clear that this was not 
an accusation but at this point heresay. 

The proceedure the council must follow was outlined in 
specific steps by the National Council of the 8.S.A. and 
included temporary suspension of the leaders registration 
and reporting to the proper authorities when in the 
judgement of t^e council a legitimate complaint had r>ee^ n 
receivec. Have was irfornec that to oate none of tnese 
n c t "* o r s r c d r 1 '??^ t c [ ' ° because we wp re not a t K ~ to u e ***■ * v 
tne cor:"eint ":"st ^crc . He a' so was assurec tne natte~ 
would oe nanc^ec in szricz confiaence. 



Executive were going to ask the informant to arrange 
meeting with his scJfce, to obtain a direct statemen^prom 

the individual in oWer to verify the statements made. 



It was reiterated that at anytime if the statements 
justified it, his registration would be suspended pending 
investigation by the authorities and that he would have the 
right to appeal the suspension* 

There was some further discussion in an attempt to link any 
actions by Dave with the two boys who alledgely claimed he 
had "touched them funny in strange places 11 or whether any 
of the of the new members who had quit coming and had been 
on either of the past 2 troop weekend activities, (there 
was no connection by Dave to any of these situations) 
Other discussion followed regarding any bad feelings about 
the organization of his Troop in The Plains with the 
existing Troop which he had been an ASM in for the past 10 
years or if there were any other small town problems that 
could have caused the complaints, 

* Dave admitted he had wrestled with some of the older 
scouts . 

* That there currently is bad feelings within the volunteer 
fire Department between the "old guard" and some younger 
members. Rumors have been circulated about the character 
of members from both factions. Dave is a past volunteer 

r i re Chief. 

* There have been several troop members who have been 
rather severly corrected for behavior problems. 

* We reviewed the members who have left the troop in the 
past few months to find out if Dave knew of any hard 
feelings or if there was the possibility of disgruntled 
boys or parents, He knew none. 

Observations : 

*Have Handled the allegation disclosure with obvious 
initial shock but remained silent. He maintained eye 
contact throughout the explanation, showed very little 
emotion, fthis is a typical reaction for Dave ) He 
usually does not show much emotion. 

He did not deny the allegation or offer many reasons why or 
who could have any cause to make this accusation. 

* Dave offered his help to do whatever he could to get to 
the bottom of the situation and agreed that the welfare of 
the boys in his unit were upmost. He understands and 
agrees with the position of the Council and the National 
Council in this situation. 

It is the current opinion of the Council President and Scout 
Executive that we do not hav^^^^^^mate complaint and must 
verify the allegation with PWr^^^Sa and her son before 
presenting the letter of suspension. If after discussing the 
matter with ^^^^^^^H and | | there is some substance to 
the allegation the proper authorities will be notified and 
Daves registration will be suspended.
